1 1 , line 7, a -.- should be inserted after "thereagainst". 

Claim 1 is objected to for containing grammatical errors. In claim 1 , line 3, 
"the source to the" should be changed to --a source to a- since there is no antecedent 
for a source or a station. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the comparator recited 
in claim 3, line 2 must be shown or the feature canceled from the claim. No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rydborn (U.S.P. 4,884,763). The patent to Rydborn discloses a thread tensioning 
apparatus comprising a pair of clamping members 3, 4, fig. 1 movably mounted in 
juxtaposition with one another and the thread when passing from a source to a station, 
the clamping members being movable towards one another and into clamping relation 
with the thread passing therebetween, an electromechanical compression load cell 9 
disposed in contacting relation against one of said clamping members, said load cell 
being separate and apart from said clamping members and operable under 
compression to generate an output signal representative of the compressive load 
placed on said load cell, a force member 5 for biasing the other of said clamping 
members towards said one clamping member and against said thread, said thread 
being squeezed between said clamping members and said one clamping member being 
forced against said load cell, and adjusting means 6 for increasing or decreasing the 
compressive force applied by said force member against said load cell. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rydborn in view of Fischer (U.S.P. 5,033,400). To construct the monitoring circuit of 
Rydborn (see col. 3, lines 1-2) with a means for displaying the output signal from the 
load cell 9 as suggested by Fischer (at 71, Fig. 2) would have been obvious since the 
operator could then utilize numerical information upon which to base decisions 
regarding machine control. 

Claims 6 and 7 are objected to as'being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claim 6 and the claim which depends thereon would be deemed allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims since claim 6 recites a force member comprising a pneumatic 
actuator including an actuator body and an actuator rod, the force member including 
means for a reciprocating movement relative to the actuator body.
